Counter Reflections on Dancing. 

It would be Tery unsafe to say 
that, in the life of a christian, "<2i>s 
ery thing has its season.'' We too 
often interpret passages of sacred 
writ merely to suit our preconceived 
notions. The passage from Solo- 
mon has often been quoted not only 
to excuse but to commend dancing. 
Nothing could be more repugnant 
to our conceptions of Jeremiah than 
to imagine him dancing at a holiday 
festival ; or of our Lord than to sup- 
pose he intended, by the allusion to 
" music and dancing," in the parable 
of the prodigal son, to encourage 
the performance. None of the bible 
expressions alluded to are more than 
common oriental expressions (which 
are proverbially exaggerative) for 
seasons of rejoicing. Nothing can 
be more unsafe than to adopt the 
manners and expressions of the East 
as guides for people in almost oppos 
site circumstances of life and with a 
far higher grade of civilization. The 
author of the books of Samuel speaks 
complacently of David's taking sevs 
eral wines. Yet, who, in our press 
ent state of religious advancement, 
would argue the divine right of pols 
ygamy from the bible ? Our Lord 
apparently endorses the use of al- 
coholic liquors as a beverage by his 
miracle at Cana of Galilee. Xet 
what right thinking man of tosday 
would use this as an illustration to 
prove that drunkenness is an inno^ 
, perhaps n. rnlijjions. pastime ? 
Those bible critics most noted for 
piety and learning interpret all such 
passages as a simple acquiescence in 
the then inevitable customs of the 
day. We are to form our rules of 
action not from the deeds but from 
the motives of these exemplars of 
the bible truth. Among early heaths 
en nations dancing was a prominent 
feature in the celebration of their re- 
ligious festivals. The Israelites we r 
reared amid such surroundings, and 
consequently knew no other method 
of performing their feasts. Hence, 
<'the feast unto the Lord" proposed 
by Moses to Pharaoh was probably 
a dance as the original word signi 
ties. These strongly fixed habits 
were thus utilized by the great 
teacher in the instruction of his peo- 
ple; but never as anything more 
than temporary scaffolding for the 
great building. The dancing was 
then confined to the younger women 
the males scarcely ever taking part 
in it. Only on one occasion is 
David said to have danced 
The performance was then in 
tended as symbolical, designed for 
a particular effect upon the people. 
Michael; not appreciating this fact, 
was disgusted that her royal hus- 
band should disgrace himself by sc 
unmanly a performance. One in 
stance of dancing is described in th< 
New Testament. The wanton 
daughter of the shameless Herodias 
danced before an assembly of Hers 
od's friends on his birth-day. Her 
command of the art so delighted the 
king that in a fit of drunken 
he acceded to her demand and gave 
her the head of John the Baptist on 
a charger. Dancing was the favor 1 
ite mode of worship employed by 
the devotees of Bacchus, and had 
grown into such disrepute in the 
times of Cicero that he is reported 
to have said: "No one dan( 
less he is either drunk or mad." Let 
us not then appeal to the history of 
dancing in palliation of its practi 
Especially let us not be guilty of the 
mistake of setting up such writers as 
Homer, Hesiod and Socrates, who, 
however, admirable in many respects, 
were at best, only heathen, as moral 
guides for the young people of the 
nineteenth century. We have 
higher court of appeals. Is it not 
more reasonable on a question of 
morals to be guided by the opinions 



of universally acknowledged authors 
ities in the ehurch of Christ than to 
appeal to the unguarded, perhaps 
unthoughted, practices or express 
sions of a chance essayist, even 
though he be an Addison or a Des 
nincy? In a moment of sensuous 
ecstacy such essayists may have 
been transported, by beholding the 
dance, into a realm of exalted fancy 
utterly impossible to those engaged 
in the performance, and have been 
thus led to pay tribute to their fan- 
cy at the expense of their more pious 
judgement. Perhaps few of the 
channels through which men sin 
against God are in themselves evils. 
The mere motion of dancing is per 
lore siuful than that of runs 
ning. The mere act of imbibing 
ig drink may not be considered 
any worse than that of imbibing 
drink. It is by their fruits 
that ye shall know them. If reading 
book shuts the mind to good in- 
uences and opens it to bad, then 
that is sin. But there are certain 
amusements that have been abused 
more than others because of the fa-, 
cilities they afford the excited partic- 
ipator for wrong. The very induls 
gence in them stamps the one indul- 
ging as a transgressor. Hence peo- 
ple who attend balls and indulge in 
dancing are never noted either iii 
i of the world or of the 
church for their piety. 

From time of its early employs 
ment around the altars of Bacchus 
dancing has been the popular chan- 
nel of unguarded worldly revelry. 
And par. .heir chils 

conations An.mori: rospoct-ible private 
3irclos.ia8BP^fc be surprised when 
t becdmSK^impossible to restrain 
them from less respectable and more 
public indulgence in the same thing. 
If you do not wish your child to be 
a gambler do not teach him 
se of cards. If you do not 
wish him to become a drunkard do 
not teach him to drink liquor. If 

do not wish him to become ad- 
dicted to "rioting and wantonness," 
in the language of the bible, do not 
teach him to dance. At such places 
of public amusement young people 

often forced, for the sake of the 
dance, to associate with disreputable 
persons. The style of &r< 
music, the rude tones of the director 
and the general arid free excitment 
of the occasion, all have an unset' 
tling effect upon the mind of those 
whose habits of morality are not con- 
firmed. The ear is particularly keen 
for complimentary expressions and 
pride meets with abundant nour- 
ishment. Now, after having in- 
dulged in this round of contin- 
ually increasing animal excitement, 
the participant, to say the least, 
is not in a very devout frame 
of mind, and hardly feels in* 
condition to obey the summons of 
him who said: "Be ye also ready 
for at such an hour as ye think not 
the Son of man cometh." At such 
a time prayer to God is a solemn 
mockery for the brain is buzzing 
with red hot fancies from a very difs 
ferent quarter from the power of the 
spirit. Certainly gazing upon 
" varied landscape, or a stupendous 
cataract, or even enjoying 
sprightly wit and humor of a welk 
directed conversation" have 
been accused of putting the brain "in 
such a state of worldly excitement 
as this which is perhaps for the least 
evil of dancing. If there is an " 
tra sense '' which can only find 
gratification in dancing it owes dis- 
covery to the " mirror," and, because 
cf its monoply by the few initiated', 
leaves the rest of mankind 
cause to complain of the impartiali- 
ty of Him who has " created noth- 
ing in vain." On the contrary do 
not tho great masters tell us that, 
so far from enjoying theif music 
most in its transmission f 
brain to tho heels amid the din of a 



"mixed multitude," their grandest 
impression* are in profound solitude 
hen the soul seems to float out 
pon the melody which envelopes 
it into communion with its Maker * 
The duty is laid upon all, especially 
the church, to be sober and watch 
unto prayer. 

The facts that the church has unis 
formly opposed dancing as an evil, 
.d that the world has universally 
lployed it for its own purposes 
ought to cause those who profess 
Christ to look seriously into the 
matter before they oven assist, by 
r consent, to throw this stum- 
g block into the way of " one _of 
these little ones."

Rulings of the Post-Office 
ment. 

Suggestions to the Public. 

To mail all letters, etc, as early 
practicable, especially when sent 
large numbers, as is frequently 
the case with newspapers and circu- 
lars. The trouble of the office is 
much diminished if letters, when 
mailed in largo numbers, are tied in 
bundles, with the addresses all in 
one direction. 

To make the address legible and 
complete, giving the name of the 
post-office, county and State. The 
e of tho street and number of 
the house should also be given on 
letters addressed to oities where let- 
sarriors are omployed; while the 
letter will eventually reach its desti- 
nation without a number, tho omis- 
sion is often a cause of hesitation 

places in foreign countries, the name 
of the country as well as the post- 
office should be given in full. Let- 
ters addressed, for instanoo, merely 
London," without adding "Eng», 
land," are frequently sent to Lons 
don, Canada, and vice versa, thereby 
causing a delay, and often 



To see that every letter, newspa 1 
per, or other packet sent by mail is 
irely folded and fastened. Avoid 
using, as much as possible, cheap 
envelopes, made of thin paper, espe- 
cially where more than one sheet of 
paper, or any other article than pa- 
per, is enclosed. Being often han 
died, and even in the mail-bags sub- 
ject to pressure, such envelopes not 
unfrequently split open, often 
ing cause of complaint against 
cials who are entirely innocent in the 
matter. 

Never send money or any other 
article of value through the mail, ex- 
cept by means of money-order or in 
a registered letter. Any person who 
Sends money or jewelry in an un- 
registered letter, not only runs the 
risk of losing his property but ex* 
poses to temptation evoi 
through whose hands it- passes, and 
may be tho means of ultimately 
bringing some clerk or letter-carri-. 
er to ruin. 

To provide, in cities iyhero letters 
carriers are employed, letter-boxes 
at the offices or private residences, 
thereby saving much .delay in the 
delivery of mail matter. 

When dropping a letter, newspa- 
per, etc., into a street letter-box, or 
into the receptacle at a post-oflice, 
always sec that the packet falls into 
the box and does not stick in its pas- 
sage; observe also, as a finality, 
whether the postage stamps remain 
securely in their places. 

Postage stamps should be placed 
on the upper rightshand corner 01 , 
the address side of all mail-matter. 

Cut postage stamps, stamps cut 
from stamped envelopes, mutilated 
postage stamps, and internal 
nue stamps, cannot be accepted in 
payment of postage. Lettors depos- 
ited in a postsoffice having such 
matter affixed are held for postage. 

Postmasters are not obliged to 
accept in payment of postage stamps 
of stamped envelopes, wrappers. 



etc., any currency which may be so 
mutilated as to be uncurrent, or the 
genuineness of which cannot be 
clearly ascertained. They are not 
obliged to receive more than twens 
ty-five cents in copper or nickel 
coins. They are not obliged to affix 
stamps to letters, nor are they obs 
liged to make change except as a 
matter of courtesy. Neither should 
they give credit for postage.

The election of Mr. Bill to the Sen- 
ate has carried a very perplexi 
question out of our way, and the 
Convention bill, will soon be dispos- 
ed of A Convention will be called 
in all probability. The election for 
delegates to take place in June — 
and the Convention to meet in July, 
have uniformly voted for allowing' 
the people to vote "for" or "against' 
a Convention, by endorsing on the 
back of their tickets either of the 
foregoing words, as best suited their 
views. A Convention ought to be 
called to revise the constitution. 
Many obnoxious features ought to 
be eliminated from it. Our people will 
never be satisfied with it as a whole. 
The homestead feature is too great 
for the masses of the people, and 
now operating oppressively on 1 
poor people generally, because 
deprives them of credit unless they 
have over and above the amou 
lowed by law to the debtor. In 
many counties it prevents men of 
moderate means from accepting res 
sponsible places in the county, be- 
cause they cannot give the required 
bond. The new constitution should 
put a quietus to the whole bond 
question. It should declare what 
are valid and what are invalid bonds, 
and thus take that troublesome 
question from before the Legislas 
"lere every year a large 
amount of money is expended in dis- 
cussing the matter.

Rulings of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. 

Suggestions to the Public. 

The use or attempt to use in pay- 
ment of postage, a postage 
stamp or stamped envelope, or any 
stamp cut from any such stamped 
envelope which has been before used 
payment of postage, is punishas 
le with a fine of fifty dollars. 
No card is a "postal card" except 
such as used by the Post Office De- 
partment. Cards issued by private 
parties as postal cards, containing 
any writing in addition to an ad-, 
dress, are subject to letter postage. 
To insure a letter being forwarded 
n the mails, it must have not less 
than three cents in postage stamps 
affixed. The word "Paid'' indorss 
ed on a letter is not regarded at the 
office of delivery; letters so marked 
,nd not having any stamp affixed, 
ire treated as unpaid. 

The double rate of six cents for 
:ach half ounce, or fraction thereof, 
s chargeable on letters reaching 
their destination which have not had 
one full rate prepared at the mailing 
office. If one or two cent stamp has 
been affixed at the mailing office the 
amount should be deducted. 

Letters cannot be carried out of 
the mail except in postagesstainped 
envelopes. There is no objection 
to a person who is not acting as a 
non carrier, carrying a sealed 
letter, whether in a stamped envel- 
ope or not; but to continue the prac- 
tice, or receive money for so doing, 
would subject the parly to a penalty 
of cue hundred and fifty dollars. 
Newspapers, magazines, and period- 
icals, may be carried out of the mail 
for sale or distribution to subscri- 
bers, but if they are put into a post 
office for delivery the postage must 
be paid thereon. 

After a letter has passed the mail 
ing office the delivering of it cannot 
be delayed or prevented by the als 
leged writer; but if the writer there- 
of requests the return of a letter 
placed in a post offica which has not 
left in the mail, the post master may 
deliver it, provided he is furnished 
with proper evidence that the party 
applying is the writer; and if the ap- 
plication is made before The stamp 
is canceled it may be returned with- 
out canceling the stamp. 

When the letter-carrier delivers a 
letter at a designated address, in 
the absence of any instructions to 
the post master to the contrary, it 
is a legal delivery, and such letter 
cannot be remailed except it is pre 1 
paid anew; but parties may insun 
their letters being forwarded with' 
out additional charge, by advisins 
the post master in writing. T< 
|« ave word with a hotel clerk, board- 
ing house-keeper, or office, or office 
elork; cannot be accepted as a notice 
to the post master, 

A subscriber to a newspaper or pe- 
riodical who changes his residence 
and post office, should at once noti- 
fy the publisher and have the pub' 
lication sent to his new address. 

Printed matter, merchandise, and 
other thirdsclass cannot be forward- 
ed from the office to which it- is ad - 
dressed, unless the post master is 
furnished with postage for such pur- 
pose. Neither can a post master 
regard a request to return endorsed 
on such matter, except he is furnish- 
ed with postage as above. A res 
quest to return written on such mats 
ter would subject the packages to 
letter postage. 

Letters addressed to initials or fic- 
titious names are not delivered uns 
less the address contains a designas 
ted place ot delivery, thus : A letter 
addressed to A. B , station G., New 
York, is not deliverable; but a letter 
addressed A. B., stating street and 
number, or a box number, is deliv- 
erable. 



CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

Full Text of the Act to Provide for 
the Holding of a Convention of the 
People of Georgia for the Purpose 
of Revising the Constitution of 
said State. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the 
3, That immediately after the 
passage of this bill, his excellency, 
the Governor be, and he is hereby 
authorized and required to issue his 
proclamation ordering an election 
to be held in each and every county 
in this State on the second Tuesday 
June, 1877, for delegates to a 
Convention of the people of Georgia 
to convene at the Capitol, in the city 
of Atlanta on the Second Wednes- 
day in July, 1877, for the purpose of 
revising the Constitution of said 
State. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, 
That said election shall be held and 
conducted in the same manner and 
at the same places as elections for 
members of the General Assembly 
now held by the laws of this 
State, and the returns of said elecs 
tions shall be in the same manner for- 
ded to the Governor, who shall 
le certificates of election to such 
persons chosen as delegates to said 
vention receiving the highest 
number of votes. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, 
That representation in said Conven- 
tion shall be based upon population, 
in the ratio of one delegate to every 
six thousand inhabitants; and tcr*this 
end each senatorial district in the 
State, as the districts are now ar- 
;ed, shall constitute an election 
district, from which delegates to 
said convention shall be chosen as 
follows, to wit :

Mining News. 

The Editor of the Gainesville 
Southron, after visiting our mines 
has this to say: 

Among the numerous and success 
ful mines now in operation near 
Dahlonega, Lumpkin county, is one 
known as the Findley Mine, and to 
which we paid a short visit o 
cent trip to Dahlonega. This is one 
of the noted mines of the State, 
yielded a very large amount of gold 
during the earlier years of its histo- 
ry, and owing to recent develops 
ments promises to surpass « 
former reputation. It is located 
about one and a half miles from 
town, at the easterly end of a high 
hill or ridge known as the "backs 
bone of the gold belt." The prop- 
erty includes 120 acres of the richest 
of this bill— which is almost 
tinuous mass of ore from one end to 
the other. 

The hill at this point is about 460 
feet above the Yahoola Biver, whi 
flows at the base and furnishes 
magnificent water power for the 
company's 24 stamp lr.ill. This mill 
is capable of crushing fifty to seven- 
tysfive'tons of ore every twenty-four 
hours, and its proprietors exp-ct to 
"mill'' from fift"en to twenty thous- 
and tons of ore this year. 

There are four 1 irge ledges of ore 
funning through the property from 
north-east to southwest dipping to 
the south-east. These ledges vary 
in thickness from 6 to 20 feet, also 
of different values, in some places 
worth one dollar p"r ton, and in 
othets five to ten dollais; while near 
the top of the hill there is another 
and richer vein, known here as the 
Sand or Sugar Vein, being soft easi 
ly mined and crushed, and the most 
valuable ot WSf of the large vein — 
samples having assayed as high as 
four hundred dollars per ton, while 



the lower strata of the vein will 
give a working mill an average often 
dollars per ton. The superintends 
ent assured us that the ore from its 
bed could be put into, and through 
mill, for less than forty cents per 
ton. The entire operation, except a 
little loosening by picks at the start, 
is clone by water. We saw a pile of 
150 tons at the head of the cut about 
a quarter of a mile from the mill, 
led to the floors in front of tha 
batteries in just six minutes from 
the time the water was turned on. 
The water for this hydraulic pro- 
iss is supplied by two large ditch- 
, owned by the Company. In ad<> 
dition to this, a large hydraulic ram 
has been located at a point on the 
upper ditch from which it forces the 
water a perpindicular height of about 
150 feet into a reservoir, from where 
it is applied as needed in working 
the Sand Vein. 

We were taken trlrough a tunnel 
about 400 feet into the mountain; 
and in a wellsdefined beautiful 
quarts "lode," could see by the dim 
glare of our lamps "the root of all 
evil" glittering in all its yellow glos 
By request we tore out a few 
quarts of the material, not to to 6x* 
ceed one gallon, and after washing 
and cleaning it, saw one hundred 
dollars at least, in the bottom of the 



Findley Vein, which was discovered 
in 1857, was worked by its owner to 

depth of about 190 feet taking out 
i a very short time over one hun* 
dred thousand dollars. They soon, 
however, came to water and foul air, 

ith no appliance for removing 
them. This misfortune together with 
litigations as to the ownership of 
the property, soon drove them out, 
and the lode was reported as lost 
and the mine abandoned. This was 
the condition of things at the breaks 
ing out of the war, and so continued 
ifter its close until the present owns 
ers came into possession. The pre?- 
ent company has completed a tunnel 
over 400 feet in length, to drive in 
and strike the bottom of the old in- 
cline where work was abandoned, 
which gives a perfect system of 
drainage and ventilation to the mine. 
When the old works were cleaned 
out the lode was again struck appars 
ently as rich as ever, and has so con- 
tinued ever since. A shaft, formerly 
sunk by Dr. Stephenson to the depth 
of about ninety feet and abandoned, 
is now being carried down, as it will 
strike the vein considerably lower 
down than the point where it is now 
being worked. 

Two emigrant agents, one a ne- 
gro and the other a white man, who 
have been operating in Sumter coun- 
ty tor several days, inducing negroes 
to emigrate, were arrested in Ameris 
cus some day s since for not paying 
the proper license. When the co s 
ored agent was arrested great excite- 
ment prevailed among his friends, 
many following the officers, swear- 
ing that they would die before he 
should be put iu jail. However, 
the threatening storm passed over 
without a showe-. 

The Borne Courier: As James 
H. Camp, living nedr the city, w <s 
breaking up some stubble land this 
week, he turned Up large numbers 
of grass' oppers. There are fears 
entertained that they will make their 
appearance in large numbers as soon 
as vegetation puts forth, and destroy 
it as fast as it appears. 

Preparations have been commenc- 
ed for the Horticultural Fair an I 
the Georgia Press Association meet- 
ing, which take place in May, at 
Tbomasville. 

Two and a half million dollars are 
expmded annually in Georgia for 

fertilizers.

A blood-curdling case of suicide 
was discovered last Monday. 

About two months ago there ar 
rived here from Chattanooga or At 
lanta a portly gentleman who weigh' 
ed about 250 pounds. His name 
was Prof. Edward L. Seymour, and 
his business, as indicated by his bus- 
iness cards, was that of gving in- 
structions in the English, German, 
French, Spanish and Italian lan- 
guages and literatures, and in maths 
ematits, surveying and natural sci- 
ences, including analytical an 1 ap- 
plied chemistry, mineralogy, &c. He 
possessed letters patent issued May 
21, 1871, at New York, which indi- 
cated that he had discovered an im> 
proved met hod of treating iron ore 
— a method by which ore could be 
lonverted into cast steel at one fu- 
lion. ;These letters patent also 
showed that he was a subject of 
Great Britian. He was rather seedy 
u. his dress, and seemed to have but 
little" money. |IIe rented a room 
three-story house, No. 
603 South Second street, from a pri- 
vate family which occupied the bal- 
ance of the house. What meals he 
took was procured elsewhere. He 
was evidently a gentleman aud a very 
ripe scholar, but was not very coin*, 
nunicative. He got behind in his 
•ent, and on Sunday morning last he 
vas asked to pay what was due. He 
promised to see about it, and 
away. Returning about 1 o'clock 
p. m., he went into his room, curis 
ous about his disappearance, one of 
the members of the family last even-- 
ing went to his room and knocked. 
Receiving no answer he tried the 
door and found it locked. He fin*, 
ally affected an entrance, and found 
the dead body of Prof. Seymour sets 
ting uprighi in a chair with his 
throat cut from ear to ear. The 
floor was covered with blood, and 
in it lay the razor which ha I don< 
the greater part of the work. On 
the bed lay another and shorter ra* 
also covered with blood. The 
ir on the flooi was an odd look- 
thing. Its blade had been 
ighteued in a line with the ban-, 
a stick had been placed along- 
side of it, a cloth had been rapped 
around both, and this had beeu ses 
cure'y tied with a string. The cirs 
cumstances told a plain story that 
Seymour had at first taken the 
short razor and made a couple of 
slashes, but the blade wabbled so in 
the handle that it was very unsatis-. 
factory work, and liable to cut the 
fingers. So he got out his long ra- 
zor and tied the stick to it as stated, 
making a long, steady weapon, the 
blade of which could not^work back 
and forth. 

An examination of his effects 
showed the letters patent above 
ioned. He left a few personal 
effects, but no letters explaining his 
act, but in a little note book or diary 
in his pocket were found entries 
which made the whole case quite 
clear.

Editors Georgia Grange: In 
l>onse to your call, I will state, 
the information of your subscribers 
of Crawford Grange, No. 386, that I 
have not tried any of the different 
•emedies which are published in the 
Grange, but have found a remedy 
for the hog cholera; at least I have 
been free from the cholera among 
my hogs for twelve months past, by 
this remedy:

All packages mailed at less than 
letter rates of postage should be 
wrapped so that their contents can 
be readily ascertained without de- 
stroying the wrapper. Matter eons 
tained in sealed envelopes notched 
at the ends, defeats the object of 
the law and is therefore made subs 
ject to letter postage. 

The sender of any article of the 
third class of mail-matter may write 
his or her name or address therein, 
or on the outside thereof, with the 
word "from" above or preceding the 
same, or may write briefly or print 
on any package the number and 
name of the articles enclosed. 

To enclose any written matter in 
printed matter subjects the mailing 
party to a fine of five dollars, unless 
the party addressed pays postage on 
the package. 

The postage on manuscript for 
magazines, periodicals, and newspas 
pers, is three cents for one half 
ounce, or fraction thereof. 

Each post-office box or drawer, in 
all post offices, is restricted to the 
use of one family, firm, or company, 
and the rent thereof must be paid at 
least one quarter in advance. A 
person renting a post, office box is 
entitled to have the letters of his 
family, firm, or company, put into it. 
Letters addressed to his friends stop- 
ping temporarily with him may also 
bo place i in the box, if directed to 
his care or to the number of the h< 
But letters addressed to other p 
sons residing in the place, and livi 
and doing business separate ap 
from a box-holder, should not 
placed in the box. 

In every case of loss by mail the 
Department should be immediately 
iformed of all the circumstances 
connected with it, such as the name 
of the post office in which the letter 
posted and the date of mailing; 
whether by the writer himself or by 
any other person; the names of the 
writer and person addressed; the 
nt and the description of the 
enclosure; the office to which ad- 
; whether mailed direct or 
for distiibution; if the latter, to 
what distributing office it was mail- 
ed; and whether registered or un- 
registered, with any other particu- 
lars that may aid in making a thors 
ough investigation.

Illumination Prom an Oil Well. 

The Bradford New Era says: The 
immense vein of gas was ^struck on 
,he night of October 4th, at a depth 
>f 810 feet, and was so strong as to 
•ender further drilling impossible. 
The well is about two miles from 
Bradford, on the Bruce Eodgers 
farm. Running from the well are 
two twosinch pipes, attached to 
which are three gas jets of the same 
size, the gas belching forth from 
these pipes with such a terribte rush 
and noise as to render conversation, 
pitched in the ordinary tone, autk 
ible for fully one-fourth of a mile 
away, and the roar can be heard 
some five or six miles away. The 
blaze from each of the three pipes ia 
sent by the force of the gas to a 
height of from twenty-five to forty 
feet, the heat being so intense as to 
melt the snow entirely away for a 
distance. of at least one hundred 
feet, and also keepiug the ground so 
warmduring all the cool weather of 
the winter that grass, strawberry 
vines, and other plants may grow. 
In many places where the crowd of 
sightseers have worn the ground, it 
is very dusty. The light is so strong 
that a newspaper may be read half a 
mile away. On vory dark nights 
the illumination is grand. The light 
has frequently been seen in Ocean, 
Salamanka, and other towns, twens 
ty miles away.

POVERTY'S STIPEND. 

A Little Girl Sjies a Wealthy Finn 
for Three Dollars and Twen- 
ty-Four Gents, Which She 
Worked a Wtoole 
Month to Earn. 

The New York Herald has the fol- 
lowing: Now and'theu the petty civil 
courts are the theatre of strange sos 
cial dram -is whose plots reveal many 
of the darker shades of life in this 
great city. The suit of little Sarah 
Mackrell, aged thirteen years, for 
three dollarsand twentysfour cents, 
is a case in point. Little Sarah- 
brings an action in the First District 
Court, before Judge Callahan, 
against Messrs. Randall & Totiilin- 
i, bookbinders-, for the amount 
stated, and it represents the result 
ot her labor from December 23 to 
January 27. To explain the small- 
ness of the amount it will be neces- 
sary to relate the methods of this 
enterprising firm. It appears that 
it advertises (or girls to learn the 
trade of book folding. All applis 
cants are compelled to remain seven 
weeks and work for nothing during 
that time. From fifty to seventy 
girls are always on hand, and the 
amount of gratuitous, work obtained 
from them is very eons derable. At 
the end of seven weeks the girl was 
graduated into journey women, and 
are paid three cents per one 
hundred for stilching. They earn 
from six to twenty-seven cents per 
day, and find it hard to get ev 
that pittance when it is earned, 
appears that nonspa) mentis not the 

;ly peculiarity of the firm. It ear*- 
ly adopted, it is alleged, the profita 
ble plan of never paying the odd 
cents, thus, for instance, if a girl 
makes §3 20, §3 30, S3 50, S3 70 or 
S3 95 a monih, she is only paid the 
even S3. Ellen Haggarty, aged 
thirteen years, recently obtained a 
ldgement against the firm for $7, 
hich has been appealed; and Bella 
Viedeman obtained a judgement for 
S2, which was paid, with costs.
